The Gold Export—Great Stength ol the
I'reasury.
From the Times.

Toe gold export of the past week s worlhy of
apeeinl notice, and reflecta the higheat as well
as most eratifviog eredit upon our public and
mercantile doances, A money orlals peediog in
England, the result of vast cotton speculations
at Liverpool, and of extraordinary stock gam-
bling — on the limited liability principle of
finance and banking association sanctioned by
recent act of Parliament—in London, snd 8 war
erisia threstened on the Continent, caused a
sudden and pressing demand on the New York

muarket, early in the week, for reliel abroad.
It was no nrdfnnry request tor the settlement ol
balances, as thede, in the received mercantile
sense, are Delieved nol be immedistely ngainst
this side, but an urzent sppeal ar bankers
and merchants to anticipate their fature remit-
1ances in gold, or its assured equivalent, and to
draw as little against thelr present balances as
possible, looking to Lhe relative dearness of,
and pressing need for, monaey in Liyeroool and
London, a8 compared with its ease in New York.
This appesl was promptiy responded to with
nearly nine millions of gold eoln, in three or
four days after the so-called oritical news came
to hand, Iy wee done, too, with equal alncrity
and convemience. The means were at ready
crmmand; it was & genuine pleasure o give
them instant despateh.

The gold was forthcomng without putting up
ihe price even so moch as one per cent,, or
greatly exciting the noted gold room down
town, slthougl somelhing ol a harvest of apecu-
lation was hoped for on that arens when the
news arrived nere. Bul the Governmen! was
on hand to supply o much of this sudden de-
mand as could not be answered by the sums of

Id interest recently paid out of the trensury,
but still_beld in good part in the banks, And
the gold was parted with at the going rate of
the market with no stinted or grudging hand,
and should the later news be construed wo re-
quire double or tive-fold the sums of Inst week,
we bave reason to believe thut 1t will not be
withheld. Since the tirst of July lnst the trea-
aunry has received, al New Yors alone, about
$120,000,000 in gold customs, where it has been
required to pay out only 44,000,000 for gold
interest. The difference avatlable for currency
interest and other objects of expenditure in cur-
rency, 15 thus seen to be $70,000,000 at New
York, and probably over §100,000,000 in gold at
all the ports; a partof thus is already sold or
«xchunged, but much the larger part yeb to be
sold or exchanged in the open market,

Texas.

The hearty Unlonists of Texas have deter-
mined to contest thewr State at her ensuing elec-
tion, though without & hope of succoss, That is
right. Though they should now poll but ten
thousand votes, they will have gained by organi.
zation a status and a knowledge of each other
which will be of immense value to them in the
future, Every year will increase their numbers
and their influence, until the decay of the Rebel
spirit will give them the ascendancy. If all men
voted, they would be a majority now; with two_
thirds of their number donied the right of suf

frage by a Rebel Convention, they must *‘learn
to labor and to wait.” The following is their
platform:—

“1. That we are nualterably devoied to our repab.
liean form o: government, as esnbhsted by the
pitriots of 1776, aud that we denounce the assymp-
tion of those who seek to jusury the late Reuvelion
by declaring that iepublicaninstitutions have proved
to bo a'fmiure; that we have no sympathvy wita
monarchists or lmj enalists, but fonaly hope that
our tree institutious may endure to the latest pos-
tority; to whuch end we plevge ourseives to con-
tribute, as muok 48 in us hes, by a hearty snd_ uudes
visting support of 1he Government of the United
Stutes and ot the State,

*d. 1hat we tuly recoguize the supremacy of the
Counstitution of the Bnited States, and of the laws
mude in pursuance thereof; that wo believe it was
wisely ordmned that they should be the supreme
Jaw ol tie laud, in ali the sta'es of the Uaion, any-
thing in tne Consutution and the laws ol the States
to 1he coutrary notwithstanding ; tnal we regard the
Union of the States, uuder the Constitution, as the
best guazantee of civid bberty to the Americ.n

«ple, and that under the poweriui and bemgn -

ueuos ol the Union, we aud our postenty may
reasouably hope Lo eujoy the fuliest proteetion for
lite and property, and the largest measure of prog-
penity and happmess.

“3, 1hat we hold the nct of secession, adopted in
gouventiop, at the eity ol Austin, on ihe 1st day or
Fepruary, A. D. 186, to havs been in violation of
the Consfi ution of the Uwited .s:;m. and ol tue
coustitucionnl obligations of tne Bwte of Texos to
the other Ststes of the Unlon, and, theretore, null
and void trom the Leginning, '

“4, That we leel, 1o ats full force, the obligation
which rests upou the whole people ol the United
Bistes to mmnioon the nations] erewit; and to that
ond we lpledua ourselves to mive n hearty support 1o
the Navoonl wovernment in &il proper efforts for
the hquidation and disoharge o1 the pubhie debt; and
we will oppose every effort 1o repuiiaie the -ums,
and every effort to vurden the loyal peop e of tue
United btates with the aebt of the Confoderate
States, or any portion of it

“§, That we bave unabated confidence thatthe
wisdom and patriotlsm of the President of the
United States,and of the representatives of the
people in Congress ussombled, will prove adequate
to the tusk of cruldlng the country satoly through
the penls snd d ficulties of the present ums, and of
restoring the Siates to their constitutional relations
to cach other in cuch manuer that the great princl-
ple of con-tatutionnl liberty will be at the same time
vindicated and preserved.

‘6. That we n:quiesce singerely in (he aot of the
nation abolishing slavery ; and that we will endeavor
o smeiiorate the condition of the freed people in
our midst by treating them with justice, nnd by
according to them, not grudgingly, but wihnuly
and beuriiiy, the rights whioh are now, or may here-
ulu-{ be, secured to thom by the Constitutnon and
the lnws.

Failure of the Canadian Confederation

It is alroady apparent that the confederation
scheme 20 vigorously agitated and advocated by
English officials in Brivish North Amerios,
though probably 8 Fuceess in Canads, is a fail-
ure in New Brunswick and Nova Scotia, and that
it ia mever likely to be scceptable to the people
of those provinces. The people fall to nppre-
ciate the policy of the officlals, nud see in the
proposed scheme only additlonal taxation with.
out additional security. . Even in the Canusdas,
where the confederation ides originated, and to
which province It presents the greatest number
of advantages, the people cannot be ssld to pe
heartily in favor of it. There, however, the
unsorupulovs politicians succeeded 1 forelr
the scheme through the provineis! Parliamen
and seoured its adoption; but the tailure in Novs
Seotin and New Brunswick o be sig-
nally disastrous. There the people are not

i vely opposed 1o the schemie—choy are aroused

through to adoption without reférence 1o the
people. It was this which sroused the indie-
nation of the calonists, The retiring members
of the Cabinel went before them, preseuted the
rlunn ol the home Government in their troe
ight, and brought the popular will to bear so
rhongly and so distinetly upon the membors
ol Parliament and of the Government s to !
foree s dissolution, The queztion is to sube
mitted to the people, and ihe next wer
Houre wiil be elected upon the direct lssue of
conlederation or no contederation, By onur latest
advices, biished Sunday, 1t will be seen
that the elections, the st of which will take
pluce next Friday, me likely to result in the
total defeat of the confe lerntionists,

The United States will watch these important
movements with interest. Thé people of the
North British Provinees, in deleating the con.
fiderat'on ccheme, are carrylng out the larincl-
ples of our Monroe doctrine, the application of
which to oor Bouthern nelghbors has always
been a subject of great anxiety to us. The peo-
Rlu ol the Britieh Provinees, umlike those of
lexico, are naturally the allles of the United
States, in sympathies, principles, babits, and
fdens, and are m_lll\ll[v| interested with us in
onposing the establishment of monarshies on
this continent of republ.can institutions, Con-
federation is not unfon in our sense; and the
suceess of the anti-confederationists will be a
cause  for rejoicu thie  country as a
ditect triomph of repablioan prineiples over
wonarchlcal schemes,

Aim of Radical Legislation.

From the Daily News

It appears, from the Introduction of Mr. Hen-
derson s bill in the Senate, that the Radicals are
delermined to legislate away the power and in, |
fluence of the Executive office, The bill in
(uestion ia the same fn spiril snd intention as
the amendment to the Post Oflice Appropriation
bill, and i= designed to weaken the President by
withholding from bim the con‘rol of Fede-
ral patronage. These attacks, of course, are
directed sgainst Mr. Johneon individually, and

would never have been thought of if the Presi-
dent had not opposed the schemesof the radical
rovolutionists.  There was a time when they
were in lavor of vesting the Chief Magistrate
with almost absolute powers; and until Mr.
Jonuson refused to become their tool and dupe,
they made no objection to the Executive exer-
cise of abitrary authority., But that was when
the Executive action hirmomzed with that ot
the Congressicnal majorities, That was when
the Pregiaent pulled their way, when his poliey
was thelis, and 1t was to their interest to sur-
round him with the elements of strength, It waa
onty when they perceived that the present in-
cumbent could neitaer be persuaded nor \ntimi-
datea to adopt and advance their Enmsan views,
that they sudnonl{ discovered that the Presi-
dent had too much influence, and that it was
necessary for thegatety of the Repubiic to de-
grade and emascula'e the Ohiol Magistracy,

If Mr, Johnson would only be a puppet in
their hands, he might wear a crown and robes
for aught thu{y oinrge. But as s is not the plisnt,
cagy nature that can be trained by demagogues
to do their will, they have come to the conclu-
sion that he i3 too powerful. Asthey cannot
use the man they propose to belittle the office.
Smee le will not employ his patronsze to
strepgthen their party, they protest against his
using it at all.  In & word, the radical Congress
aspires 1o absolutism, and can brook no rivalry
rmmt any of the other branches ot the Govern-
ment

We have never been in favor of strengthening
the ceotral power of the Government, but it
centralization is inevitable, deliver the republic
from the concentration of wuthority upon a
Congress like that which reigns to-day. Far
suler to be under the dictatorial sway of one
man than to be ruled by an arrogant, reckless,
and unprineipled faction. It the privilege of
distributing Federal patronage be taken from
the Execative, it will be assumed by Congresa;
and the country has had a bitter esxperience of
the resnits of too much Congressional autho-
rity. Give those demagogues, who have already
usurped & monopoly ol central legislution, the
control of the spoils, and the power of directing
the gifta of public offices, and their ambition
and innaticsm will know no bounds of aspira-
tion. But it 18 slmost exolusively to this labor
of partisan agerandisement that central legisla-
tion is now being spplied. The general inte-
rests ore lost sight of, and with an effrontery
that defies even pepular opinion the radical
mejorities work incessantly in Senate and House
ut the looms of party power. The injury that
this fuction hus already accomplished is Inealcu-
lable: injury not only to our political syatem,
but to the industrial interests of the country,
and to the general social and moral atmosphere,
which has been unsettied and poisoned by
their intrizues and revolutionary legislation,
Usurpation never takes a backwerd step unless
torced back. The question 1s, How long will an
intelligent people endure an evil that théy can
cure ¥

Congress and the President.
From the World,

The six months slnce the beginning of the

session have merely widened the breach between
the Executive and Legislative branch ol the
(Government. In the appeal to the people in the
i)l elections, it s desirable to find some point
of view adapted to the candid poriion of the
Republican party. To Democrats, the sound-
ness of President Johnson's poliey seems self-
evident; the radicals have prejudged it, and
their minds are closet against eonyiciion. For
1he tormer argument is superfluous; on tne lat-
fer it would be wasied. It is to the middle class,
to those moderats Republicans who regrot that
thelr party stands in opposition to the Presi.
dent, that all ressonings from which any result
ik expected must be addressed. It should, there-
fore, be the constant study o! sincere recon-
structionists to discover some mode of present-
ing the subject caleulated to eatisfy Inir and
honest minds tinetured with Repubhoan pre u-
dices. Iu an sttempt of this kind, we will begin
with rome distinctions which we hope 10 make
clear,

There are two classes ol questisns which may
srise in respect to our politicsl system, One
elasd relates to lhuJ:amtlou of powers between
the Federal and the Biate Governments; the
other. to the organization by whioh the granted
and the resefved powers are respectively oxer-
cised, Unpless we succeed m making this dis-
tipetion intelligible, notbhing we can say oo re-
construetion will be of uny use. The Constitu-
tion mrants ceriain powers to the Genera!
Government, and reserves certain other powers
to the States. We wiah the reader to vive
that Lhe dividing line which separates the Blate
and Federal powers, and the question on which
glde of it any particular power may lie, Is very
different from the question who may lawfully
exercise Lhe powers so granled or the powers so

reserved, In general terms, the grantod powers
fre to be exercised by the liederul Government,
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d the reserved powers by the State fovern-

In the oase of powers wdmitied bo be
eranted, the question o whether |t
bolongs to Congress or the Pr sident to employ

fn

them.  In he onse of powers sdmilted to be
reserved, tllg destion arise a4 to whether
an existing t&oﬂovo 1, ar as $0 which of
the two competing Biute nments, 8 com-

petent wo exert them, Bat these are obviously
quite ditfferont from the guestion whether any
rnrticnlu wer lies on one or the other side of
lie line which separates the grunted powers
from the reserved,

Having presenied this distinction, we now beg
the reader to lay out of visw, for & moment,
eviry other arpect of the subiject than the simple
inquiry what are the Constitntional requisites
which must be poseessed by a State Government,
to enable it to exerclse the powers whioh ape
ungnestionably reserved. Lel we lgnore, for a
moment, the possibillty of any controversy ro-
specting the place where the line is drawn be.
tween Fedeinl and State powers, and try to ne-
certain what is s valid State Government. We
alintl thus get clear of the confusion which re.
sults trom miging two entirely distinet ques-
tions in the same discussion. ther the rego-
lation of the elective franchise is n Federal or a
State power muet not be confounded with the

estion whether the axlsnﬂ povernment of

irgioia or Teanessee is a valld Stare govern-
ment,

Suppoeing, in relution to Tennesses, theres were
no other question than whether the dovernment
adminstered by Mr, Brownlow satlsfies the re-
qinrements of the Federal Constitution, we sup-
pase It would be soon decided,  The only potnres
to which atwntion would be directe! are, first,
whether it is republican in form; and secondly,
whether all its oflicers are sworn Lo support the
Federa) Covstitution, That it satisfies the latter
condition is a fact, about which there ean be no
dispute, Whether it s reputhican in form, is a
point which ean be determined by a simple 1o
spection of its Copetitution, The standard of
comparison by which this Copstitution must be
judged 18 the Constitution with which the State
wis orieipally received into the Unlon; for that
havivs been adjudged to be republican by the
very faot of admission, and n government ot the
samo form being guaranteed, it followed that the
exsling government may exerowe all the re-
served powers unless it can be shown to deviate
from the original Biate Government, either
towards monarchy or towards an oligarchy, No
other deviation from républican government s
possible; for anarchy, or the absence of govern-
ment, is excluded by the tact (hat we are mak-
ing inquiries about, snd applying a test to, an
actunlly existing eovernment.

The Government with which Tennessee was
admitted into the Union having been incontro-
vertibly repubitcan, it must be pomted out, by
those who dwsptite (i any dispute) the validity
ol the present one, in what respect it deviates
irom 1be lormer, either towards monarchy or
towards oligarchy As a matter of fact, no de-

| viation in either of those directions exists, or

will be attempred to be pointed out. Having
thus found and applied the proper staudard of
mensure to the existing State Governments, and
unanswerably proved their validity, all the other
guistions connected with reconstruction will
find an eusy solution. * The radicals must either
overthrow and displace the exisiine State Gov-
ernments, or their policy has not a Teg to stand
upon.

That States, being in the Union, and having
vilid Blate Goveruments, are entitled to repre.
sentation, ean no more be disputed than can the
existence ol a document ealled the Constitution
ol the United States. Why are Massachusetts
and New York represented in Congress?  Solely
in viriue ol the fact that they are States in the
Union, possessing competent State Governments,
The Constitution uses no language respecting
any State which it does not equally uee in re-
gpect Lo all; no citatiou or argument can be used
1o proye thut New York Is entitled to represen-
tution which does not equally establish the
1ight of every othier State w hich has ever been
in the Union, and bas a Btale Government
which has not degenerated from the republican-
ism which sufficed for its original ndmission.

The reconstruction question is often pre-
fented u8 1f it were o controversy whether cer-
tain powers which belong fo the Federal Goy-
ernment could most properly be exercised by

| the President or by Congress. But, in its pre-

sent stage, that mode of viewing it is obsoete.
Tt it could be ever so clear] proved that there
were irregularities in the intervention of the
President to assist in the formation of the new
Btate Governments, it would be irrevalent to
plead those Irrug;):.laritiaa now, since those gov-
ernments have been fully sanctioned by the

eople. A republlcan State Governmenticannot
Ee formed by any branch of the Fedbral author-
ity. From tbe very meaning of the term, n
republican government must be lormed by the
people over whom it is exercised. 7heir sanc-
tion wipes out all defects ol regularity in the
firet steps towards its formation, 11 it is a govern-
went setuslly lotmed by them, a government in
uct operation over them, & government re-
pub®ean in form, Congress has no authority to
go behind those faots, and inguire whether the
intervention which they accepted was regular or
uregular, President Johnson's plan did not be-
come n State Government m any State becavse
he proposed it, but only because the people
adopted it President Lincoln had a periectly
Just perceprion of the relation of the Federsl
authority 1o reconstruction, when he vetoed (by
froclamation) the Reconstruction bill passed by
the last Congress. *‘I am |ully satisied,” he
anid, “with the gystem for restoration contained
in the il as one very proper plan for the
loyal people of any Ftate choosing to
adopt it." But he withheld his approval be-
cause he could not recogmize any ithority
in the Federsl Government to tie
down the people of a State to any one
plan. No plan could be of any more value than
# piece of blank paper, except by thelr adoption
it. "l am,” he said, “(as I wasin December
Inst, when, by proclamation, I propounded a
plan for restoration), unprepared, by a formal
upproval of this bill, tu be mflexibly committed
to any single plan of restoration.” Mr. Lincoln
knew pertectly well that neither his plan nor
that ol Copgress,could have any more binding
eflect on the people than the Iriendly recom-
mendation of n privete individual. He a.cord-
ingly publisbed the bill passed by Congress s
contaming good enoueh su tlons (if any
Siate should choose to adopt them), but nter-
})Dﬁll’:ﬁ his authority to prevent its going forth
1 any other characler thay that of mere advice,
“htcﬁ every Brate was as (ree to reject as 1o fol-
low. Mr, Lincolu's plan, and Mr, Johuson's,
had precisely the same authority as that of Con-
gress, and no more; that is, just none at all,
until some State chose to adopt it.

That the suffrage question aud tlie other ques.
tions on which Congress proposes to take seou-
rity of the Bouthem Slates are not Federn)
questions, bul Btate questiops, 1§ coufessed in
its tender of them as Constitutional amendments,
To ask the States to surrender s power §s & full
acknowledament that they, as yet, retaln i,
But their title to re{m-m-ntatlontu establishea
by what is already in the Constilution, Nor ean
there be any question between the President
and Congress as to which of them shall exercise
a4 power which confessedly does not belong to
the Federal Government at all. It the SBonthery
State Governments are valld, reconstruction is
constitutionally complete, and the two Houses
are violating thelr duty In refusing to examine
the credeuntials of the Bouthern members., But
If those Governments are not valid, why does
not Congress propose some method of upsetting
them ?
